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EXECUTIVE ORDER 10505 

Attending the Selective Service Regulations 


by virtue of the authority vested in a® by Title I of the Universe! 
Military Training and Service Act (62 Stat. 604), as amended, 1 hereby 
prescribe the following aa^ndaents of the Selective Service regulations 
prescribed be Executive Oraers No. 10292 of Septeaber 25, 1951, and HO. 

10420 of Seceaber 1?, 1952, and constituting portions of Chapter XVI of 
Title 32 of the Code of Federal Regulations: 

1* Paragraphs (e) and (f) of section 1622.12 of Part 1622, (Slags i- 
facatiun Rules ana Principles , are attended to read as follows* 

"(e) Every registrant who after being inducted into the armed forces 
under the provisions of section 4 (a) of title I of the Universal Military 
Training and Service Act, as amended, has served honorable therein for a 
period of six months or more, and who (1) has been separated therefroa 
by honorable discharge or discharge under honorable conditions, or by an 
equivalent type of release from service, except when such discharge or 
release was because of erroneous induction, or (2) has been transferred to 
a reserve component of the armed forces. shall be identified with the 

abbreviation ‘Res.* in the manner provided in 8 1622 .c 5, and every other 
such registrant shall be identified with the abbreviation ‘Disc.* in the 
manner provided in g 1622,64, and upon attaining m age beyond the maximum 
age of liability for military service unaer the provisions of ties selective 
service law, all such registrants shall be reclassified in Class V*A. 

•(f) Every registrant who on or after June 2li, 1946, has entered 
upon active duty in the anaed forces, other than active duty for training 
only or active duty for the sole purpose of undergoing a physical exam- 
ination, and has served honorably therein for a period of six months or 
more, and (l) who has bean separated therefrom by Honorable discharge 
or discharge under honorable conditions or by an equivalent type of r©*» 
lease from service, except when such discharge or release was acause of 
minority or erroneous enlistment, or (2) who has been separated tiierefroa 
by honorable discharge or discharge under honorable conditions or by an 
equivalent type of release from, service and transferred to a reserve 
component of the aimed forces, or (3) who has been transferred to a 
reserve component of the a naed forces. Each such registrant who oas oean 
transferred to a reserve component of the armed forces s h a i.1 be idea* 
tified with the abbreviation ‘Res* in the manner provided in g 1622.6$ 
arid every other such registrant shall be identified with the abbreviation 
♦Disc* in the manner provided in g 1622*64. and upon attaining an age 
beyond the maxtsum age of liability for military service under the pro- 
visions of the selective service law all such registrants shall be reclassi- 
fied in Class V-A." 
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fl (c) In registering: persons who are in priority one or priority 
two, as defined in paragraphs (2), (U), and (5) of section 1* (i) of title 
I of the Univers;rl Ilil'.taiy training and Service Act, as aaiended, the 
registrar shall not issue the Registration Certificate (SSS Form No* 2) 
after the Registration Card (SSS Form No. 1) has been signed by a special 

registrant but shall give the special registrant a Classification question** 
naire (SSS Fora Ho* 100}, three copies of Initial Data for Classification 
and Caudssioniag in Medic .1 Services for Medic a i, Dental and Veterinary 
Corps (DL Form Ho. 390), and a return envelope addressed to the local board 
of tie registrar, which forms shall be completed by the special registrant 
and wailed to the local Loand in the return envelop within five days after 
his registration* 8

the Universal Hiiitaiy Training aid Service Act, as amended, the registrar 
shall not issue the Begistratica Certificate (Si b Form No* 2) after tee 
Registration Card (SCS Pons. No* 1) has been signed by a special registrant 
but snail deliver. the registrant card to the local board of the registrar* 
the Registration Card (SSS Form No. l) of s uch a special registrant shall

8 (2) A special registrant shall be placed in Class I-C if he has bean 
inducted into the aimed forces wider the provisions of section U (i) of the 
Universal Military Training and Service Act, as amended, and thereafter has 
served on active duty for a period of twelve months or more, and has been 
separated from the armed forces by honors de discharge or discharge under 
honorable conditions or by an equivalent type of release fro® service or has 
been so separated and transferred to a reserve component of the aimed forces. 
E ach such special registrant who has been transferred to a reserve component 
of the armed forces shall be identified on all records by the following of 
hie classification with the abbreviation •Res', and every other such special 
registrant si all be sinixarly identified witii the abbreviation ’Disc* . Upon 
attaining the fifty-first anniversary of toe day of nis birth, each such 
special registrant shall be reclassified in Class V-A. n 
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0>) Paragraph (1) of section 1650*11 is amended to mad as follows* 

*<D U> A sxjeciai registrant siiaxi be placed in Class IV-A if be is tl 
sole surviving son of a family o f which one or aore sons or daughters were 
killed in action or died in line of duty while serving in the Armed forces 
of the 'united States, or subsequently died as a result of injuries received 
or disease incurred during such servio#* 

(2) A special registrant shall be placed in Class IV-A if ne has 
served in the active service, as defined in paragraphs (li) and (5) of section 
U (i) of the Universal Military Training and Service Act, as amended, since 
September 16 , 1$*0, for a period of twenty-one months or sore* 

( 3 ) A special registrant shall be placed in Class IV-A if he is 
not registered and is not required to register under section 3 of the Univer- 
sal Military Training and Service Act, as amended, and subsequent to Septaa- 
ber 9 t 1?50, war called or ordered to active duty as a commissioned member 

of li reserve component of the Armed Parses of the 'doited States, and there- 
after has served on active duty fear a period of twelve months or more, and 
has been separated from such reserve component by discharge or acceptance 
of Ids recignat'on of his commission* 

lu Paragraph (©) of section 1650.30 of Part 16$0 is mended to read 
as folloiwt 

" (e) Hie State Director of Selective Service shall maintain a record at 
£tate Headquarters of the name, local board, date of birth, specialist 
category, and number of order of priority under paragraphs (2), (i;), and 
(5) of section k (1) of title I of the Universal Military Training and Ser- 
vice Act, as mended, of each special registrant who has been found acceptable 
for service in the armed farces* After the State Director of Selective 
Service has entered this inforaation on such record, he shall forward the 
records received fraa the final examining agency of the awed forces for 
each special registrant to the registrant's local board** 

5, Paragraph (b) of section 1650 .1$ of Part 1650 is mended to read 
as follower 


*(b) Special calls for specified numbers of sale persons in any medical, 
dental, or allied specialist category shall, on the basis of the best infor- 
mation then available, be allocated, by the Director of Selective Service, 
among the se /oral States and by each State Director of Selective Service 
among the local boards in Ids state, in such manner that special registrants 
in each specialist category who are in Class I-A and Class I-A-0 and have 
been found acceptable for service in the armed forces shall, on a nation- 
wide basis within the Nation and a State-wide basis within each State, be 
ordered for induction in the following manner* 
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(1) within each specialist category, those special registrants who u 
in J a /if ,er naabered , ?^ er ^ priority as defined in paragraphs (2), (M « 
snd (5) of section it(i) of title I of the Universal Mixitary Tr ain ing and 
Service Act* as amended, shall he ordered to report for induction before 
special registrants who are in a higher numbered order of priority* 

(2) Those special registrants who are in priority one or priori tv 
three, as defined in paragraphs (2), (It), and (5) of section it(i) of title 
I of too universal Mlitary Training and Service Act, as amended, shall be 
ordered to report for induction in the order of their dates of birth with 
tee youngest being selected first*
